THE BROKERS’ AGREEMENT. 

Early in 1782 the brokers entered 
into a written agreement, pledging 
themselves to maintain a certain 
minimum rate of commission.

The exchange first met in the Ton- 
tine Coffee House, at Wall and Water 
streets, and in 1827 moved into the 
Merchants Exchange Bullding, then 
just erected on the site where now 
Stands the gustom house. 

CHANGE IN METHODS AND SIZE. 


From these small beginnings have 
grown the money and stock niarkets 
of today, whose power is felt around 
the globe. There has been an evolu- 
tion in methods as well as a notable 
expansion in size and power. It 
not long before Wall street took 
place of Philadeiphia as the 
money. center. Tne downfall of the 
Second United States Bank in 1842 
ended the career of Philadelphia as 
the premier city in American Anance. 
The creation of new banks and of 
transportation, canal and other com- 
punies, the building of rallroads, and 
later of telegraph lines, the develop- 
ment of the West, the discovery of 
gold in California, were all events that 
vastly increased the scope of the stock 
murket and widened the field of 
speculation. The first railroad stock 
was listed in 1830, and a few years 
later railroad stocks became the lead- 
ers in the market, taking the place 
of bank stocks. Their leadership has 
continued until this day. 

In 1853 the banks organized a clear- 
ing-house. In 1863 the national bank 
ing act was enacted, an act that has 
largely augmented the financial power 
of Wall street) as well as immeasur- 

the prosperity of the 
country. In 1866, on the completion 
of the Atlantic cable prices 
were first received daily in New York, 
and arbitrage trading between the 
two cities was established. Three 
years later, on the consolidation of 
the Stock Exchange with the Open 
Board of Brokers, the exchange was 
enlarged, broadened and liberalized, 
taking on the form and adopting most 
of the methods that exist today. The 
introduction of stock indicators or 
“tickers” and of telephones added im- 
mensely to the facilities of, the street. 
Then Wall street developed a remark- 
able news service of its own, so as to 
be every moment of the business day 
in touch with everything of im- 
portance transpiring all over the world. 
In 1892 the last great addition to the 
mechanism of the stock market was 
made, this being the founding of the 
stock clearing-house, an institution 
which has expanded indefinitely the 
speculative facilities of Wall street. 

In this rapid sketch of the evolution 
of Wall street the endeavor has deen 
te give, some idea of the raison d'etre 
of the money and stock markets. The 
attempt has been made to afford some 
explanation of the forces that 
actually led to the development of 
Wall street.

Some time last month, an institu- 
tion known as the “San Francisco and 
Los Angeles Diamond Company,” was 
launched in this city, with offices im 
room 610 Lankershim buliding, of 
which concern the name of J. E. Floyd 
appears as superintendent, J. L. Hague 
as secretary, and the Los Angeles Na- 
tional Bank (for effect) as “depost- 
tory,’ and numerous fluently-worded 
circulars, intended to catch the un- 
wary, were issued, giving glowing de- 
talls of how it was possible to possess 
diamonds if the victim stayed with 
the game long enough. The victims in 
every case, however, failed to take into 
considerable the improbability of the 
company maintaining an existence long 
enough to make the glowing promises 
ood. On the circulars appears a large 
blank space, where the address of the 
San Francisco office was supposed Ho 
be located, so that the wily agent of 
the concern would be at liberty to write 
in any old address. For the reason that 
exposures of such concerns were be- 
coming too rmingly frequent snd 
“suckers” had ‘hied themselves into 
deeper water, the concern has rot 
proved the howling success anticipated, 
and yesterday Secretary J. L. Hague, 
together with Humboldt Morris and . 
M. Baker, gave a bill of sale of the 
furniture in the room at 510 Lanker- 
shim building, and of the contracts to 
the International Credit Company, for 
a consideration (7) of $500, the bill of 
sale being certified to by O. J. Wat- 
kins, erstwhile friend of ‘‘Get-rich-+ 
Nicolas Wilson, who is awalt- 
ing trial in the County Jalil on embes- 
aiement charges. Just what the In- 
ternational Credit Company intends to 
= with the white elephant is not quite 
Clear. 

A visit to the offices of the concern 


piles of the alluring circulars of the 
company and a scrawl reading “Wil! 
return soon. Morris.” However three 
visits of a Times representative failed 
to discover Mr. Morris or any other 
living thing. It may be remarked that 
Mr. Morris was the former Manager cf 
the Mutual Home Building Associa- 
tion. J. IL. Hague, the erstwhile sec- 
retary of the concern, runs another 
business at No. 442% South Broadway 
instead of No. 440 as his circulars 
state,) but nobody about the premises 
knew of that gentleman's whereabouts. 
It is not known what business C. X. 
Baker is engaged in, as there are a 
number of C. M. Bakers in the direc- 
tory.

The 
weekly payments of the many ‘thus 
united constituting the fund out of 
which a stipulated amount ie paid to 
the persistent members; in other words, 
the losses of many (those who lapse out) 
and increasing business make up the 
fund with which those who do persist 
and keep up their weekly payments 

are paid. 

“The entire company ie banded to- 
gether for the purpose of paying one 
individuai—the oldest outstanding con- 
tract holder.” 

Surely the only thing lacking to give 
the above the extreme of ridiculous- 
ness would be the word “cumulative.” 
However, “mutual” is a good word.

DON'T HAVE TO DIE TO WIN. 

“With us you do not have to die to 
win, and our feld is unlignited. Any 
one is permitted to purchase contracts, 
and the price makes them within tie 
reach of all. 

“Our stability reste with the fact 
that no claim. can become due and 
payable until we have the money, and 
our constantly increasing business Will 
perpetuate the redemption of contracts. 
The bugbear of all insurance compa- 
nies, banks, and, in fact, all commer- 
cial institutions, is the expectancy of 
a demand for money that must be mét, 
or ruin follows.”

OLD TRICK AT SPIRITUALIST con- 


The Spiritualists are having a State 
convention here in “Los Angeles. Yes- 
terday they gave a fire test seance in 
the afternoon at the Burbank Hall, 
Mre.

After this there 
was some vocal music and a Bible 
seance, conducted by Mrs Freitag. 

A fire seance is spectacular, and con- 
tains much that is apparently marvel- 
ous. The medium appears, for instance, 
clothed In flames, and these play over 
her face and hands, and may even shoot 

m her mouth, in a seemingly mi- 
culous manner. 

Henry Messenger of No. 822 Central 
avenue is not a believer in the super- 
natural powers of these ladies, and 
gives this very mundane receipt for the 
safe performance of the fire test: Dis- 
solve one-half of an ounce of camphor 
in two ounces of aquavitae, add one 
ounce of quicksilver and one ounce of 
liquid styrax, which is the product of 
the myrrh, and which prevents the 
camphor igniting. Bathe the hands 
arms, face and any exposed part of the 
body several times, for the more thor- 
oughly the skin is saturated, the longer 
and more severe may the test be.

More Evidence That Wife Was 
in House of Murder.

Bold Correspondence of Fugitive 
With Various Parties in 


Los e Angeles 


There is reason to believe that Mrs. 
O'Neill, wife of Roy A. O'Neill, held in 
the jail at South McAlester, I. T., for 
the Los Angeles authorities on two fel- 
ony embezzlement charges and sus- 
pected complicity in the murder of 
George L. Milla, is with her husband in 
Indian Territory. 

Mrs. O'Neill was in South McAlester 
the first part of this month, and so was 
ONeill. At that time she wrote a let- 
ter to C. J. Luckenbach, the Los An- 
geles jeweler, asking why a watch be- 
longing to her, which she had left with 
the jeweler to be repaired just before 
her departure, had not been sent to her 
by express as per agreement. On June 
15 C. B. Kendrick, O'Neill's attorney, 
also wrote to Mr. Luckenbach, stating 
that the watch had not been received 
and that the owner was very anxious 
to have it. 

Thie indicates that Mrs. O'Neill was 
in South MyAlester when Kendrick's 
letter was sent, as he would hardly 
make such an effort to secure the time- 
piece, which is a cheap affair, except 
for his wife's sake. 

The letter suggests something more; 
O'Neill's innocence of the crime. If he 
had committed a murder it hardly 
seems likely that he would let his 
whereabouts be known. But writing 
the letter was nevertheless a bold move, 
as O'Neill must have own he is 
wanted here on a felony charge. 

A special dispatch to The Times 
from South McAlester received last 
night states that O'Neill, in an inter- 
view, said that he had never heard of 
George L. Mills and knows nothing of 
the murder. 

The dispatch states that O'Neill Is 
wanted for embezzlement and that in 
the communication from the Los An- 
geles authorities the charge of murder 
was mentioned as a secondary con- 
sideration. OG Nell] was admitted to

The amount named in the message 
is that which O’Nelll stole from 
Bros. Mr. Dodge evidently wishes to 
save loss, and let the murder charge 
take care of itself. 

O'Neill told a newspaper man in 
South McAlester that he thinks the only 
charge against kim has grown out of 
some oll stock he traded to Middleton, 
the Covina man. O'Neill has gone un- 
der his proper name ever since his ar- 
rival in South McAlester, and besides 
writing to kenbach & Co., has cor- 
responded with Wells, Fargo & Co.

MRS. O’NEILL’S MOVEMENTS. 

It is practically certain that Mrs. 
O'Neill accompanied Mills to the house 
of murder on West Sixteenth street on 
the afternoon of April 21. For this rea- 
son the police are very anxious to have 
an interview with her. 

On the afternoon when Mills disap- 
peared a lady living in the neighbor- 
hood of the Bundrem house saw a man 
and a woman enter the front door of 
the residence in which Mills mutilated 
body was afterwards smelled out by 
W. H. Allen, Jr. This woman told the 
police what she had seen and described 
the pair. The description of the man 
tallied exactly with that of Milla. There 
is no question but that the man was 
Mills. 

It was more difficult to identify the 
woman. She was described as tall, with 
a slender waist and fine figure. Her 
hair was golden and she wore it in a 
great coil. 

This is a good description of Mrs. 
O’Nelll so far as it goes. The woman 
also described the dress that Milis's 
companion was wearing. The descrip- 
tion fitted that of a gown which Mrs. 
O'Neill often wore. 

The police will neither confirm nor 
deny this. They say that they are very 
anxious to find Mrs. O'Neill: that if 
she cannot be found the prosecution of 
her husband will amount to little. 

This means that Mrs. O'Neill, in the 
theory of the police, was in some way 
associated with the crime, It is admit- 
ted that she is the only woman in the 
ease so far as the police are concerned. 
It is therefore easily deduced that she 

believed to have been the woman 


Although it is certain that a woman 
entered the house, none was seen com. 
ing out. But two men, one of whom 
answers O'Neill's description, 
other, who has not been 
emerged from the front door the next 
morning. The woman—Mrs. O'Neill or 
her double—departed in the night or 
she must have been seen. This is the 
reasoning of the police. It is more than 
probable that the woman was not a 
witness to the murder, nor a party 


Still, she may be the woman whom 
Mills announced as his conquest on 
that afternoon when he Wwas telephon- 
ing to “J. H. Williams.” it is not 
known what connection the telephone 
message received by Mills had with 
the woman whom Mills boasted to a 
party in the room was going to be “his 
at last.“ The man in the room asked 
Mills about the woman and the money 
lender replied that he had known her 
for about two weeks and considered 
her a great “catch.” 

THE FIRST CLEW. 

Howard A. Dodge, manager of Dodge 
Bros. Company, gave the police the 
first clew which caused suspicion to be 
fastened on O'Neill. “Although Nei)) 
left the day after the murder.” said 
Mr. Dodge.

He was seen 
south on Cherry street, 
the Bonsallo house where he had 
staying, but the persons whe saw him 
there are not prepared to take oath 
that he is the man who emerged from 
the residence where the murder was 
committed. 

REQUISITION ISSUED. 

All that the peace officers of Califor- 
nia can do to bring O'Neill back to 
this State for trial has been done, end 
it now depends upon what the courts 
of Indian Territory will do with his 
case. Yesterday afternoon Gov. Far- 
dee, at the request of Sheriff White, is- 
sued a requisition for O'Neill, direci- 
ing it to the Judge of the United States 
District Court of Indian Territory. In 
that court ONeill, if he fights against 
returning to California for trial, will 
have to show good cause why he should 
not be returned here, for the United 
States courts usually give peace o- 
cers every possible chance to secure 
the custody of persons charged with 
crime. Sheriff White left Sacramento 
last night for Indian Territory, and 
should reach there by Tuesday. He 
will at onee present his papers in the

We have, during the past 
two years, imported large quantities 
of steel rails, among other merchan- 
dise, for the simple reason that our 
Own manufacturers of steel rails could 
mot supply the domestic demand for 
that commodity.

@reased balance of trade is in reality 
an Indication of increased prosperity, 
rather than the reverse. : ; 
A statement recently issued by the 
Bureau of Statistics of the Treasury 
Department, covering the eleven 
months ended May 31, 1903, shows 
that the foreign commerce of the 
United States for the fiscal year about 
te end will be the largest in the his- 
tory of the country: that the imports 
will, for the first time, exceed a bil- 
non dollars, and that the exports 
- will exceed those of any preceding 
year with the exception of 1901. The 
figures for the eleven months, which 
bear out these assertions, show that 
the imports for those months 


amounted in value to $943,597,194,: 


and the exports to $1,324,493,703. For 
the twelve months ending with May 
the imports amounted to §1,016,712,- 
248, and the exports to $1,413,733,776. 
The largest total of imports in any 
preceding year was in 1902, when 
they reached $903,320,948. Thus, it is 
certain, the imports of the year just 
closing will exceed those of any pre- 
ceding year in the history of the 
eountry, and that the total of our 
foreign trade will also make a new 
Word. It is @ significant fact, in 
this connection, that of the total im 
ports for the current year, manu- 
facturers’ materials will form about 
$500,000,000 or nearly one-half. 

In the light of these facts and fig- 
ures/It is clear that a decrease ot a

A writer in the Duluth News-Trib- 
une, discussing the question of the pre- 
vention of floods and cyclones, touches 
upon a phase of the subject, that has 
frequentiy been referred to in these 
columns, namely, the havoc wrought 
by the ruthless destruction of the for- 
ests. In referring to this subject, The 
Times has confined its comment to the 
disastrous floods, on the one side, end 
the vast areas of arid lands on the 
other. This writer shows that cy- 
clones, which do such an awful amount 
of havoc every year in the Central and 
Western States, may also, to some ex- 
tent, be attributed to the destruction of 
the forests. He says that the denud- 
ing of vast tracts of country of trees 
has greatly changed atmospheric con- 


‘ditions. A region of the country ence 


covered with forest, which held mois- 
ture, thereby cooling the air, now tree- 
less, Gry, and parched with heat, be- 
comes covered with a heated atmos- 
phere so filled with electricity as to 
easily produce the cycione. 

Then the clearing up and cultivation 
of farms and the putting in of «creat 
numbers of drains in reclaiming land 
make it possible for rainfall to quickly 
escape from the soll. Hendée the rapid 
rise of streams and consequent floods. 
The Duluth man suggests the follow- 
ing remedy: 

“The remedy is plain. It will consist 
in holding water in the neighborhoo! 
where it falis in the up country. To 
accomplish this let the government set 
apart a portion of what is now - 
pen each year in repairing damage 
from and from this fund iu 
fair @mpensation to every farmer and 
land owner who will construct a lake, 
covering an area of an acre or more. 
in the swamps and lowlands of his 
farm. Follow this by turning al! tile 
and other drains into these made lakes 
and reservoirs. 

“Behold the change. The rainfall 
remains where it belongs. No longer 
is the country devastated by the de- 
structive flood from the rapid out- 
pouring of water after a rain. On the 
contrary. it remains in the uplands 
where it falls, to evaporate in the 
warm days, to come back in rains and 
deus, preventing drought, and so cool- 
ing and moistening the atmosphere as 
to prevent the cyclone.” 

Buch articles as these are encourng- 
ing, as showing that the American pub- 
lic is beginning to realize to some ex- 
tent the folly of the policy—or rather 
lack of policy—hitherto pursued by us 
in dealing with such an important 
question as this which affects the very 
existence of the United States as a 
prosperous nation. We have lessons 
enough in some of the countries of the 
Old World that were once prosperous, 
but are now semi-deserts, to show how 
nature punishes those whe violate her 
laws.

UR UNGUARDED GATES. 

Notwithstanding all the talk about 
restricting immigration, and in spite 
of all efforts in that direction, the flood 
of immigration continues with increas- 
ing volume, and the seriousness of the 
problem Increases correspondingly. 80 
alarming has been the influx of un- 
desirable foreigners that the Wash- 
ington authorities, a few months ago, 
acting on an appeal from New York 
officials, decided to send a special agent 
through Europe to ascertain the cause 
of the unusual and increasing immigra- 
tion. Marcus Braun was selected for 
this important mission. His first re- 
ports, recently sent in, have shewn 
that the great steamship companies 
have been flooding the countries of 
Europe with deceptive circulars set- 
ting forth the fabulous advantages of 
residence in the United States, and 
especially d@epicting the great attract- 
iveness of this country to the laboring 
Class. 

“Much of the literature,” says a Jis- 
patch from New York, “is almost crim- 
inally misieading, but tte gaudy nature 
accomplishes the mission for which it 
is printed—that of crowding the steer- 
age of the big steamships.” It appears 
further, from the reports of Agent 
Braun, that nearly every parish priest 
in Austria is a paid agent of some big 
steamship company, to induce immi- 
gration. “The same is true,” says the 
dispatch, “of village teachers, notaries, 
and postmasters.” It has deen re- 
vealed, furthermore, that “thousands of 
poor laborers are contracted for in ad- 
vance to work in the forests of Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, and other sections 
of the country.” Worse still, Mr. 
Braun found that “thousands of disso- 
lute women are preparing to descend 
on St. Louis during the World's Fair.” 

The government of the United States, 
with all its resources and its statesman- 
ship, ought to be able to find some way 
to rid itself of this stupendous evil of 
undesirable foreign immigration It is 
not expedient, as The Times has fre- 
quently pointed out, to shut out all 
classes of foreign immigrants. Thrifty, 
industrious, law-abiding immigrants 
are desirable and welcome. But there 
should be some method of dis*rimina- 
tion, by which we could protect our- 
selves against the continuous dumping 
on our shores of the vast horde of pau- 
pers and criminals and imbeciles. 
That the right way has not yet been 
found is only too apparent. A large 
proportion of our social and industria) 
ills may be traced, more or less d- 
rectly, to this constant stream of imm. 
grants unfit for citizenship in this or 
any other country. The problem of 
remedying this evil.is worthy to en- 
gage the attention of our wisest and 
best statesmanship. 


ROVIDE FOR NEW STREETS. 

Full and specific provision should 
be made in the new contract for sprin- 
ling the streets, for the sprinkling of 
newly-graded streets as soon as the 
work of grading has been finished. In 
@ general way, it is tacitly understood 
that all graded thoroughfares are 
sprinkled from the time when they are 
turned over to the city and the work 
accepted. As a matter get fact, this 
rule has not been lived up to. There 
are many newly-graded streets in the 
city which have been duly accepted 
by the city, but which have never been 
sprinkled after the completion of the 
work ot grading. Some of these streets 
are already in bad condition for want 
of water to keep the surface smooth and 
hard. The travel on them has greatly 
increased since the completion of the 
grading, and it may almost be said 
that their last state is worse than their 
first. 

This is an injustice to the taxpay- 
ers, and particularly to those who are 
called upon to pay for the so-called 
“Improvements.” The street-sprinkling 
contract should be so drawn that er- 
ery street will be sprinkled regularly 
after it has been graded and accepted 
by the city. The grading of a street 
quickly increases the travel upon it, 
and unless it is properly sprinkled 
thereafter, the people living on the 
street are at once subjected to greatly 
augmented incenventence on account 
of the clouds of dust stirred up by the 
increased traffic, Thus the improve- 
ment, for which they are compoetied to 
pay a good sum, becomes for the time 
being an injury rather than a benefit. 
This is a manifest injustice, from which 
the taxpayer has a clear icht to be ex- 
empt. 


Thomas Fortune, editer of the New 
York Age, who has Just returned from 
the Philippines, proposes to colonize 
the islands with negroes from the 
Southern States. The plan seems to be 
impracticabie. for two reasons, if for 
no others. In the first place, the Fill- 
pinos would probably object. In the 
second place, the southern people would 
étrenuously object to having their la- 
bor taken from them.

FIRST FOURTH 
LOS ANGELES.

HE first celebration of Independ- 

ence Day ever held in Los An- 

geles was on July 4, 1847. The oc- 
caso took the form of a dedication 
of Fort Moore. the field works erected 
on the hill above the present Broadway 
tunnel and directly in front of the 
present High School building. 

The pueblo of Los Angeles was at 
that time an unsightly little Mexican 
town, with the aristocracy residing 
About the Plaza. The streets were 
twisted and narrow, there was no san- 
tation, none of the modern. mtorts 
that wealth furnishes—nothing ‘ut 
strange indifference to commence a) 4 
prosperity, as the Saxon defines It. « 
people spending their time im the en- 
joyments of leisure. 

Such was the City of the Angels hen 
the United States troops under com- 
mand of Col. J. B. Stevenson marched 
to the newly-constructed field works 
en the hill, and there Wedicated the 
fortification with a formal celebration 
of the day. The troops taking part in 
the ceremony were the Fire Regiment, 
United States Dragoons (dismounted,) 
a detachment of the Seventh Regiment, 
New York Volunteers, and the Mor- 
mon Battalion. Together they formed 
a hollow square, and perhaps never 
listened more attentively and gladiy 
to the reading of the Declaration of 
Independence. The orator of the day 
was the late Senator Stephen ©. Fos- 
ter. As he had e with Cooke's 
army, a8 interpreter, He was an accorn- 
plished Spanish scholar and could 
therefore translate the Declaration into 
Spanish for the benefit of the assem- 
bled Californians. This he did; thus 
giving the first lesson in patriotism 
very completely to our new subjects. 
Following the address came the dedi- 
cation and nami of the fort, a na- 
tional salute was fired and thus closed 
the first Independence Day celebration 
held in the city of Las Angeles. 

The Mexican Pueblo de Neustra Se- 
flora la Reina de Les Angeles had be- 
come the American city of “Los An- 
geles” on January 10. 

In spite of the fact that the Califor- 
man army had surrendered and that 
the denizens of the pueblo had agreed 
to become peaceable citizens under 
the new administration, many fists 
were seen shaking and denunciamen- 
tos heard in audible whispers. For this 
reason Commodore Stockton planned 
immediate fortifications for the hill 
overlooking the town. The crest of the 
hin commanded the situation then as 
it does today, and at the time of the 
entrance of the American troops the 
hill was covered with horsemen pranc- 
ing back and forth. now in a solid 
breast when horse and rider crowned 
the crest in bold relief and again 
clouds of dust were kicked high as 
Aying feet told of the retreat of horse- 
men upon the approach of a supposed 
adversary. In fact, the mounted caba- 
Heros occupled the hill that they might 
command a view of the practical sur- 
render of their own town, and in the 
meantime they quarreled among them- 
selves, as was proven when one becom- 
ing unhorsed rolled down the hill while 


j his companions furiously lanced him. 


This occurred in plain sight of the 
— “eam troops as they entered the 
own. 

On January 12 Commodore Stockton 
ofdered the ground broken for 4 forti- 
fication on the hill. Two hundred men 
and two pieces of artillery were sta- 
tioned there, while Lieut. Emory of 
Gen. Kearney’s command, took charge 
of the work, which was done by the 
sailors and mariners from the crews of 
the Congress, Cyane and Portsmouth. 
The work was pushed forward unt the 
20th, when the last of the men under 
Commodore Stockton took up the line 
ot march for reémbarkation, and then 
work ceased on the fortifications on the 
hill. 
Col. Fremont was left in charge of 
Les Angeles. It was not until March 
23 that Col. Cooke and his battalion 
of Mormon soldiers arrived in the city. 
They relieved Fremont's battalion and 
enabled that officer to repair to Mon-

It was Col. PF. St. George Cooke who 
was in command of the forces here 
when, on April 20, the startling rumor 
reached the city that the Mexican Gen.

SPRINKLING BID. 
SPECIAL SESSION ASKED. 

An attempt Was made to hold a Spe- 
clal session of the Council yesterday 
morning at which the report of the 
Board of Public Werks on the Sprink- 
ling bids could be considered. It was 
found that no time could be gained in 
Settiing the award of the contract and 
the plan ell through. 

Toward the close of the special ses- 
sion called to consider the bend bids 
Chairman Nofziger of the Board of 
Public Works said he wanted to pre- 
sent the report of the board on street 
sprinkling, and have it acted on at 
once. 

“There is a good deal of urgency in 
this matter,” he said. “The time is 
growing short. You are looking to the 
board to put this through in time to 
get the teams on the streets Wednes- 
day morning, and there is much to do 
between now and then.” 

Todd objected. He raised the point 
that nothing could be considered at the 
special session except what was speci- 
fied in the notice served on the Council 
men. Todd's stand was upheld by 
President Bowen, who said it would be 
necessary to adjourn and then call an- 
other special session. Objection was 


made te this procedure, because Sum- 


meriand was out of the city, and the 
charter provides that the notice must 
be served on all the Councilmen. 

Nevertheless Nofsiger moved that the 
Council adjourn to meet immediately in 
another special session. McAteer sec- 
onded the motion. Tod@d@“imade a mo- 
tion to adjourn, and Kem, seconded it. 
The latter motion was given prece- 
dence and carried. 

Later arrangements were made 
whereby the contract and all the neces- 
sary papers will be prepared before 
the Council session on Monday, and it 
is bable that the sprinkling con- 
trau will be the first thing taken up 
tomorrow. 

President Bowen has given much con- 
sideration to the sprinkling contract, 
and while declining to discuss the 
method of procedure in the Board of 
Pulse Works, he believes that the offer 
for teams is not exerbitant, and that 
the dissatisfaction with the street 
sprinkling under the old contract sys- 
tem is a justification for changing the 
method of doing the work. 

Bowen says that every Councilman 
when he takes his oath of office prac- 
tically ewears to see that all men em- 
ployed on public work receive $2 a day 
for their labor. Contractor Cross has 
maid some of hie men $20 a month and 
even less. Bowen says that thie was 
not right. He therefore reasons that 
the $32 a day for the men employed 
should be considered the lowest legal 
wage that could be paid the men under 
any conditions. He also says that ft is 
impossible to secure & team of horses 
or mules for less-than $1.50 a day, and 
that nearly all the contractors pay 
more than this sum. Consequently he 
argues that the ann possible ground 
for the charge that the bid is exces- 
sive lies in the rent for the sprinkling 
Wagons at 21 cents a day each. That 
wagons can be furnished and kept in 
repair for less than this amount Bowen 
does not believe. 

Nevertheless the president of the 
Council admite that the flat bid of 
% would save the city nearly $30,000, 
and that he would not have been ad- 
ae to the acceptance of such a bid if 
here could be any guarantee that the 
men emplayed by the contractor would 
receive the legal rate of wages. 

However, u appears very probable 
that the contract will go to Stansbury 
on Monday at his bid of $1.71 per team 
and wagon per day. Stansbury says 
he would just as soon have the con- 
tract at the flat bid, and that there 
would be more money Im it for him.

A bill for $2.50 caused much discus- 
sion at the seasion of the Fire Commis- 
sion yesterday morning. Koss Hanna 
wanted the city to pay damages in that 
amount because of an encounter be- 
tween a fire engine and his bicycle last 
Tuesday, in which the wheel came out 
second best. Capt. Eley of Engine 
Company No. 4 presented a report on 
the accident, by which it appeared that 
in order to avold a buggy in which two 
people were riding, the engine was run 
to the curb and into the bicycle.

C. R. JACKSON, OLD PLAINSMAN, 
KNEW CHARLES HILL.

Says That Hill Told Him of the 
Will He Had Made in Favor of Little 


Driggs—Gave Jackson Her 
ures. 


Mre. Drigas’s star witners testified tn 
the Hill will case yesterday. 

He is a littl Arizona rancher-—-a 
typical old-timer, with cool nerves and 
quick, beady eyes. His name is ©. R. 
Jackson. 

He claims to have known Um well 
from the old days when he was a pal 
of Nelson Driggs until the year before 
his death. 

He swore yesterday that Mill had told 
him about the will he had made in fa- 
vor of little Grace Driggs: told him 
about Mrs. Driggs, too. and how anxi- 
ous he was to do something for her. 

He told_his story in a quiet, slow 
voice and so low that it was only by 
straining one’s ears that he could be 
heard at all. 

He said when he first came on the 
wiiness stand that he had known Hill 
and identified the photographs of the 
old man who died here as the man 
whom he knew as Charles Hi. 

He said he met him firat in Dalles 
eounty, Ten. in 1872. That year he and 
aman named Hollie were driving a 
herd of cattle north and met Nelson 
Driggs and Hill, who bought the cat- 
tle, paying partly by a draft on a New 
Haven bank and partiy by mules and 
a wagon. 

He only saw Hill one day at that 
time. 

Two years after that he again saw 
Hill in ®t. Joe, Tex. He met bim and 
Nelson Driggs by appointment. They 
had sent for him to survey 800 acres of 
land in Montague county. He saw Hill 
that time for three days. 

Again in 1881, while he was a deputy 
United States Marehal attending the 
court in San Antonio county, Tex., he 
saw Hill and again saw him in 1885 
with Nelson Driggs. This time he as- 
sisted the two to purchase a herd of 
horses, loaning them 118. 

As security they gave him a deed 
in the name of George Lewis to the 800 
acres of land he had surveyed. By thi« 
time he noted that Hill was growing 
deaf and had to be shouted to. 

In San Antonio May 20. 1888, he again 
saw Hill and . (This wes a few 
months after Hill is alleged to have 
made the will and started for Texas.) 
This time Driggs gave bim the famous 
cue bil! which bas figured in this care 
and which the expert Ames insinuated 
Was forged by Mrs. Driggs. 

Jackson was shown the due bill and 
identified it: he gave it as hie convic- 
tion that it was in the genuine hand- 
writing of Driggs and signed with the 
genuine signature of Hill. This was 
supposed to be in payment of the old 
debt, and Jackson said he had kept the 
due bill until last September, when he 
turned it over to Mra. He said 
Hill had never paid him the debt. 

Jackson said Hill carried a speaking 
tube at this time. The attorneys were 
about to bring forth Hill's speaking 
tube, but Judge Wilbur stopped them. 

“Did the speaking tube have a gutta 
percha end?” he asked quickly. 

“Tt did.“ sald Jackson, 

“Which end?’ 

— the small end; possibly both 
ends.” 

When the speaking tube was brought 
out it was shown that it had gutta 
percha on neither end. Jackson said 
he didn’t think that it was the same 
one Hin had with him out there. 

Coming down to the early part of 
1900, Jackson said that Hill came to his 
place in Graham county, Aris, and 
while there the question of the old debt 
came up. Jackson demanded to be paid 
and Hill gave him a deed to land 
granted, however, to Mrs. Driggs. He 
said the money she could get for that 
land would enable Mrs. Driggs to settle 
this debt. The land was in Hamilton 
county, Tex. 

Jackson identified an envelope ad- 
dreased to Mrs. Driggs as the one which 
contained the deed. The name, Mrs. 
— he said, was in Hill's handwrit- 
ng. 

“Did you have any conversation with 
Hill at that time?” he was asked.

that in the city of New York each fam- 
lly of five persons consumes on an 
average four eggs a day. In Chicago, 
if it is accepted that the city has 
reached a population of 2,000,008, the 
ratio of egg consuming is higher, and 
every person in the city manages to 
consume ones whole egg each day in the 
year. 

The production of poultry and eggs tis 
the most profitable of all industries. 
Mr. Thompson estimates that a thor- 


oughly modernized hen can realize 400 
per cent. profit for her owner. In thir- 


ty-three States and Territories the 
value of eee exceeds the value 
vt the poultry product. The egg 


product in the United States amounts 
to more, when measured by dollars and 
cents, than the combined gold and u- 
ver production. This does not take the 
poultry inte account àt all. 

The value of the combined poultry 
and egg product would be nearly double 
that of the precious metals. The value 
of the Industry is just six times that 
of the wool product. Still, eggs have 
taken only an inconspicuous place in 
tarif debates. Protectionists and tariff 
reformers are in a perpetual row over 
wool, but the hen makes no clamor for 
protection from Congress. Neither has 
there been any protest against the in- 
troduction of machinery. Prices did 

not fall with the introduction of the in- 
cubator. Instead, the poultry raisers 
of the country devoted themselves to 
the education of the hen so that she 


fashioned fowl spent in 
tending te her brood of chickens. 

The grand total value of the annual 
output of eggs is now $1456,000,000 while 
that of pouitry aggregates $139,000,000, 
lowa leads the States in the production 
-of eggs, the yearly product of that 


State being 100,000,000 dozen. Ohio 
comes next with 91,000,000 dosen. 
Lilinots is third with 86,000,000 
dosen, and Missouri fourth with 


85,000,000 dozen. With the exception of 
Alaska and Hawaii, Montana pays the 
highest price for eggs, the average 
price being 20 cents a dozen. They are 
cheapest in Texas, where the average 


P last year was 7% cents a dozen. 
average price for the 16,000,000,000 
eggs which were marketed in, the 


United States last year was 11.1. cents 
a dosen. 

Prof. Thompson resorts to the railway 
liiuetration as a means of impressing 
upon the mind the enormous propor- 
tons of the egg industry.

In closing, Prof. Thompson spys:

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CHERRIES GO OUT. 


BEST FRUIT SEASON EVER KNOWN 
CALIFORNIA. 

First Watermelons are Showing Up, 

but Prices ate Stifl—Water Peaches 


in the Market—Surplus Berries Going 
to Canneries. * 


Lovers of fresh fruits have been im 
their element this year as never befoie 
for many a twelvemonth. The seacov 
has been almost perfect climatically for 
most varieties, and the winter rains 
gave tree, bush, vine and plant a start 
that is landing in the Los Angeles mar- 
ket fruit of the very finest quality. 
“Take cherries, for instance,” said a 
wholesale fruit dealer yesterday. “I 
have been in business here for several 
years, but when have we had more and 
better cherries? They are fine—rich 
and every cherry has the cherry taste. 
Some years most of this fruit is taste- 
less. Not so this year; both early and 
late varieties are first class in every 
respect, 

“Lots of people say to me, Why, it’s 
too late to can cherries now, ain't it?’ 
Well, the season is coming to an end, 
and after the Fourth of July prices 
jump up, but according te accurate 
records kept in the North during the 
period of thirty-seven consecutive 
years the earliest day of packing 
cherries in all that time has been May 
29, and the latest July 12. 

“Now, cherries have already begun 
to be scarce in Los Angeles, and, if 
thrifty housewives are to can any at all 
they should not delay a single dhy 
after Monday or Tuesday.” 

The last of currants are now in the 
market. 

The rat French prunes of the season 
were noted in a West Second street 
fruit establishment. They retail at 40 
cents a basket. 

Au the fruit stand men are bothered 
dally now by colored people inquiring 
the price of watermelons, and wanting 
to know when they will be cheaper. 
Melons retail today at from to 80 
cents aplece—which price is a trifle 
stiff, It Will be many days before they 
are much cheaper. Local melons are 
not ripe yet, and jocal demand must be 
satisfied by caricoad  shipments_from 
Indio a Coachella. One melon’ raiser 
yesterday employed three Los Angeles 
men to go with him to Indie at $1.50 
a day and board to gather melons. 
Strawberries, blackberries and logan 
berries are so abundant that all sur- 
piusage over immediate wants go to 
the canneries, 

The early water peaches have a 
peared and sell well, but heavy-weight 
peaches will not be offered to the con- 
sumer until the last of July or the first 
of August. 

Egg plums may be expected about 
July 20 and Damson plums about a 
month later. 

Muscat grapes will be real good to 
eat after ptember 1, although some 
seediess varieties may now be bought 
at the stands at high prices. 

Pears and nectarines come in to- 
gether in the latter part of July. 
Apricots are best to can during 
July and August, egg plums in Au- 
gust; yellow freestone peaches in Sep- 
tember; pears in the middie of August; 
yellow cling peaches the first of Sep- 
tember. Tomiatoes are in their prime 
the last of September and the first of 
October.

PLENTY OF 
DEER SEEN. 


— 


Bucks May Be Killed Within 
Reasonable Distance. 
— 

San Gabriel Country Now Con- 
fains Many of God's Caitle. 
Considerable Illegal Shooting is 
Done in Northern Section Near 
and Above Gorman’s. 


“God's horned cattle” are happily far 
more abundant this season than for 
at least five years previous. Two 
good winters, the last an especially 
happy one, have filled all the moun- 
tain potreros with succulent grass; 
young verdure is springing everywhere 
on the mountain underbrush, there is 
plenty of water, and the damage of 
several seasons ago when drought and 
its attendant evil, extensive forest 
fires, destroyed some of the finest deer 
pasture in the world, and scattered the 
little bands far and wide, has been 
quite thoroughly repaired, as only 


Dame Nature in her bounteous moods 
can do it. . 

The deer bred well and this. 
Hardiy an upland rancher m the 


northern part of the county but has 
seen spotted fawns running with sieek- 
sided and fat doe-mothers during the 
spring, and, sad, but true, a large 
number of those same ranchers have 
been feasting rather too freely on ven- 
ison for the best interests of eigher the 
deer, or the law-abiding fraternity 
‘which awaits the States sanction to 
decimate thelr numbers on and after 
July 15. Were it only the bucks there 
would not be so much cause for com- 
plaint, but too often your rancher is 
not a man well-educated in even the 
coarser points of sportsmanship, and a 
fat doe looks equally as good over the 
sights of his old Winchester as a 
five-point buck. Worse still, certain 
of this foothill fraternity, not farther 
removed from game wardens than from 
decency, have been known during the 
present season to take pot shots at oc- 
casional frolicing fawns still in their 
spotted coats. Worse heresy from the 
deer hunter's viewpoint there could 
not be. In the country above Gor mans 
Station in northern Los Angeles Coun- 
ty. a number of deer have been killed 
iliegally this spring, and summer. If 
the ranchers who live in these far 
away places occasionally run short of 
meat and desire a venison, no sane 
sportsman will begrudge them an oc- 
casional buck, but the does and little 
fellows must be spared, for they are 
the future of deer hunting, while the 
horned gentry are the present. 

Indications are that this year the 
shooters will not be forced to take as 
long tripa after their limit of three 
bucks aa heretofore. Returning trout 
fishermen who have been along the 
Vest Fork of the San Gabriel, and par- 
ticularly up the little side cafions, say 
there could hardly be more feed, or 
more deer sign than at present. A 
number have run onto occasional 
small parties of deer in the little parks 
around the sprjngs that usually lie at 
the heads of t cafions. Abundance 
of grass, plenty of water, good cover, 
and, in short, the conditions they love, 
have caused the deer to again move 
into that San Gabriel country which 
they vacated in veritable droves after 
the disastrous forest fires of a few 
j seasons ago. One trout fisherman could 
have nalled a pair of bucks in three sec. 
onds had he possessed the legal right 
and a rifle, about a month ago. 

On the Kast Fork and in the San An- 
tonio country there is a fair chance 
to bag some deer this year, 
many parties were sorely 
last season iff the same 
fact, all through the Sierra Madre 
range this season, there is plenty of 
evidence that deer are to be 4 for 
the hunting. ‘ill’ Hutehinse says 
there are more deer above his place on 
the Little Tejunga than for ten years 
past; he hardly ever goes out without 
seeing evidenees of them in the form 
of “sign” or tracks. Farther back on 
the Big Tejunga and over toward Mt. 
Gleason, in Upper San Gabriel 
country, the same observation has been 


ma de. 

On the Malibu, and in the Conejo 
country, as far east as Newhall and as 
far north as Gor man's Station, plenty 
of tracks, together with an occasional 
fleeting view perchance 
does and fawns, have been reported by 
those who live there, and dosens of 
parties have already begun their out- 
fitting for trips to this section on the 
opening days; in fact, most will get 
away duly 12, or a6 to be not 
only on their favorite ground on the 
15th, but thoroughly familiar with the 
hauts of the deer in each locality. 

In the San Jacinto country there is 
an excellent deer prospect, but there 
doves can be shot July 1, but the deer 
not until a month later. An abundance 
of barley and grapes has made both 
doves and quail very plentiful in the 
San Jacinto district this season. 

In the Cajon country there were no 
deer worth mentioning last year, but 
now they are fairly plentiful, and sev- 
eral Ban Bernardino sportamen mean 
to give the place a good try July 16. 
Up in Bearley Flats, in the West Kan 
Gabriel, many local marksmen expect 
to get their fist season's shot at deer 
July 15, as there are plenty in that vi- 
eintty. 

Dan Brockway and a party of five, 
containing Charles Haskell, Joe Hunt- 
er, re Stokes, George Nash and 
another, will strike out for the Conejo 
July 13, to be gone possibly two weeks. 
This is Brockway'’s annual vacation, 
and his favorite way of spending it. 
Several Santa Monica sportemen have 
bucks “staked out on various parts 
of the Malibu, and expect to get at 
least one on the opening day, and on 
the San Fernando side of the moun- 
tains, near CSBhataworth, there is a 
chanee. A better prospect exists south 
of Calabasas. Plenty of rabbits, doves 
and other small game is reported from 
these hills at present.

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TEMPERANCE AND ‘PROGRESS. i 
O other portion of the United States today presents 
o much of promise for the future as does Southern 
California. We are aware that this is a broad 
statement, and one which some other section or sections 
may challenge. Nevertheless, we believe that the facts 
warrant it. 

Unfortunate as were the effects of the boom, in many 
respects, it was not without its beneficial results. It at- 
tracted the abieation of the whole United States to this 
section. The unsurpassed character of our climate be- 
came widely known through the presence bere of 60 
many newcomers from che Rast. Since that time a con- 
etantly increasing number of tourists have visited South- 
ern California yearly. The well-directed and untiring 
efforts of the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce to cal! 
attention to the resources of this section, the exhibits of 
Southern California products madé at world's fairs, the 
gathering here of great national conventions, all these 
have been educating the people of the whole country 
in the marvelous resources—materia]) and climatic—of 
Southern California. All these influences have 
been at work, and are at work with increasing vigor 
throughout the whole country, creating and increasing a 
desire for the life which only the people of Southern 
California can enjoy. lt is but reasonable, therefore, to 
expect that the population of this portion of the country 
will continnue to grow, and chat at an increasing ratio. 


These facts ougt’ to impress those who are already 


here, and who wil! largely direct the development of this 
section in the years to come, with the tremendous respon- 
sibility which rests upon chem. There are gratifying 
evidences that the people of this community are rising 
to a realization of the abzolute necessity of industrial 
freedom if material progress is to be made. These are 
seen in the repeated defeat of professional labor agi- 
«ators who have undertaken to interfere with local in- 
dusiries, and to prevent independent men from working 
for whom and for What wages they see fit. It is the pur- 
pose of this article, however, to consider more especially 
the eubject of moral development, which is an essential 
condition of successful material progress. 
Intemperance is without doubt the greatest enemy of 
moral progress at the present cay. No man possessed 
of any degree of intelligence, to say nothing of moral

“weak sister.” In fact, a very large partof humanity is 
quite as subject to its pagsions as toits will. For this 
reason it is best to remove temptation as far as possible 
from human eppetites and passions. The growth of the 
taste for spirits is insidious, and commensurate with this 


| growth the will is weakened, just as familiarity with 


any danger brings indifference to such danger. Taking 
into account the frailty of human nature, absolute pro- 
hibition would without doubt best meet conditions as 
chey are. The highest material development certainly is 
not inconsistent with total abstention from the use of 
intoxicants. Men have to be saved from themselves for 
the sake of protecting others. Not only (che family and 
friends of the victims of intemperance, but society at 
large must suffer with them. Protection from intem- 
perance therefore becomes a subject in which all society 
is interested. 

In this field, as well as in that of our industries, there 
is gratifying evidence of progress in Southern Califor- 
nia. Very effective reform work has been and is being 
accomplished through the efforts of the State Anti- 
Four years ago, when che active cam- 
paign of the league was begun in Southern California, 
chere were in nine counties of Southern California but ten 
towns in which liquor might not be sold. Everywhere 
outside these few small towns intoxicants could be sold 
with little restraint. Conditions now are very much re- 
versed. Three-fourthes of Los Angeles county is now 
under prohibition law. Riverside county, except for two 
small towns, is entirely under prohibition. Orange 
county, with the exception of the single town of Ans 
heim, is entirely under prohibition law, and three-fourths 
of the imhabited part of San Diego county has been 
placed under prohibition. Ventura county voted for 
prohibition, but was betrayed by a supervisor who had 
previously pledged himeelf to support the movement. A 
new campaign in that county has been begun, and ¢he 
fight has just been taken up also in Santa Barbara 
county, where Carpinteria and Lompoc have both out- 
lawed the saloom. Very effective work isa also being 
done by the Anti-Saloon League in wiping out of ex- 
istence che so-called social clubs, which were invented 
for the purpose of evading the law. 

Such a change of conditions resulting from but four 
years’ effort must necessarily be regarded as very grati- 
fying evidence of success. The methods employed by the 
Anti-Saloon League are such as must commend them- 
selves to every level-headed citizen. There are two 
classes of temperance reformers, those who would rely 
on law and chus force prohibition upon the people, and 
those who insist that law is of no wee without the 
sanction of public sentiment. The Anti-Saloon League 
method meets the demand of both, though neither mey 
be ready to acknowledge che fact. These methods do, 
however, create correct sentiment by bringing attention 
to the evils of intemperance in a forcible manner, and at 
the same time they lead to the enactment of laws to 
enforce such seniiment. Furthermore, the league oper- 
ates entirely independently of political parties. It allies 
iteelf to no party, but appeals to all people of all 
parties. It thus avoids prejudices which are always 
created by alliance with a political party. The success 
of the league is without doubt due largely to this inde- 
pendence of party affiliations. In fact, che best evidence 
of the correctness of the methods employed is the success 
attained. 

But while The Times commends the work of the Anti- 
Saloon League, it would by no means overlook the ear- 
nest and successful work also being done by that inde- 
fatigable war horse, Francis Murphy, and by others who 
are doing practical and effective work for the redemption 
and protection of eocie(y from the evils of intemperance. 
it is indeed fortunate for Los Angeles and Southern 
California thet this great philanthropj«t who has devoted 
his life to the temperance cause, has come here and in- 
tends to remain and continue his work. 

As we bave Said, the responsibility which rests upon 
the residents of Southern California at this critical period 
in our development is tremendous Kk is the duty of 
every serious-minded person, and of every one who is 


interested in the future of this section, to use every in-, 


fluence at his command to advance the progress of that 
sentiment which stands for the protection of our homes, 
our society, our community at large, from the evils of 
intemperance, Such sentiment will not only contribute 
to better social conditions in the future, but it is essen- 
tial to our best industrial and commercial development.

The 
Germans sell more than a hundred million dollars’ worth 
of euch machinery every year, the Englisch more than 
sixty-five million dollars’ worth, and we tag behind with 
a paltry ten millions or more. There is a good opening 
here for all sorts of farm tools and farm wagons, and it 
is wonderful that our people do not see it. 


Street Railroad Plums. 


N Russia has more street railroad plums than any other 
country on the International tree. As far as electricity ie 


concerned, the empire is practically undeveloped, and the 
company that could get a monopoly of the concessions 
would make bigger profits chan the United States steel 
trust. 

The field, so far as city concessions are concerned, is 
enormous, and as to lines connecting towns, it is beyond 
computation. The people here live in villages, towns and 
cities. There are no houses standing alone on the land- 
scape, and connecting lines could go from village to 
village. tapping a vast population. In European Russia 
there are 106,000,000 people. There is a village for every 
five square ‘miles, and in some parts of the country the: 
ie a village for every square mile. 

There are many large cities, some of which I had not 
heard the names before I came to Russia. St. Petersburg 
is bigger than Philade!phia, and it has only horse cars. 
Moscow is more than twice the size of Boson. Warsaw 
is bleger than St. Louls, Odessa is as large as Cleveland, 
and Riga and Kiev are each about the size of Kansas 
City. 

Have you ever heard of Lodz? It is one of Russla's 
boom towns, which has grown up in the past few years. 
It is a great manufacturing center, and it has 315,000 in- 
babltares. Let me give you a few towns which are new 
to the average reader: Karkhov, 174,346; Vilna, 155,000; 
Yekaterinosilav, 121,000; Roctov-on-the-Don, 150,000; As- 
trakhan, 112,000; Tula, 111,000; Kishinev, 109,000, and 
Saratov, 107,000. Russia in Eurcpe has nineteen cities of 
over 100,000 people, and thirty-eight between that and 
50,000. It has 118 towns which range between 30,000 apd 
50.000 each, 315 between 10,000 and 20,000, and 3000 others 
which have a littie less than 10,000, but which might sup-

In the Heart of Morocco. 


A JOURNEY FROM THE NORTH TO 
THE SOUTH. 


S. L. Bensusan in London Post. 


N a city like Tangier, where the rumors have the 

same relation to the truth that the sack had to the 

bread in Falstaff’s famous tavern Dill, it is well-nigh 
impossible to form an accurate estimate of the native 
attitude toward the Moorish Pretender. Tangier is ex- 
cited, nervous, and disposed to credit every man who can 
maintain a fiction stoutly. Moreover, the city lies within 
easy reach of certain hill tribesmen, men of Anjera and 
the Riff, who have never been subdued by the Sultans of 
Morocco within the memory of living Moor, and when, in 
times of trouble, armed bands of these unbroken moun- 
taineers come into the outer Soko as though they had 
conquered it, or march down the main street to inter- 
view Sidi Mohammed Torres, the agei Deputy Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, the local sense of security is not flat- 
tered. Two or three weeks in Morocco’s diplomatic capi- 
tal and its environs left me more than ever convinced 
that few people knew the truth, or, knowing, eared to im- 
part it. Europeans were passing to and from Fez with- 
out undue delay or difficulty; but nobody came from the 
south, from Dukala, Sheadma, Haha, and the other vast 
provinces on which Mulai Abd el Aziz must rely if the 
pretender's success in the North drives the head of the 
Filali Dynasty back to his Southern capital. So I re- 
solved to go down to Marrakesh by way of Maza- 
gan, and return to the coast by way of Mogador, to 
see and hear for myself in five of the most important 
provinces of the Sultan's kingdom. In Tangier the jour- 
pey was voted unwise, even unsafe, but on the Atlantic 
coast at Dar al Balda and Djedida, | was assured that the 
people were too busy with their harvest to bother about 
pretenders or unbelievers, end that, by keeping to the 
government roads and taking a soldier, the journey 
would be as pleasant as a picnic. 


Characteristics of Djedida. 


I chose Djedida (Mazagan) as starting place, for the 
landing is easier than at Saffi, and the road inland is al- 
most level, though, past Dukala, wheré it passes through 
the desolate Rahamna country, dry, stony, and without 
shade. Marrakesh .lles some hundred and thirty miles 
from the coast, and the journey may be made in comfort 
by the traveler who gives three days and a half to its ac- 
complishment. The time record has been made by the 
present war minister, Kaid M’heddi el Menbehi, who rode 
from port to capital in twenty-six hours when he re- 
turned from his mission to London last year, and gath- 
ered from his cool reception by the authorities at Djedida 
that the intricues of his enemies had been successful 
during his absence from home. Quickly as he traveled 
he was only just in time to save himself for his present 
high position, 

Dejdida itself is a very Moorish seaport. About once 
a week Messrs. Forwood's boats land a party of tourists. 
who devote their few hours on shore to riding camels and 
wondering why the ungainly ill-tempered ships of the 
desert make them feel so sea sick. Grave Moors who 
know better than to ride camels, leaving such mad feats 
to the Susi and Saharowi, who have no other way of 
earning a living, look on in amazement, and curse the 
Nazarenes, their ancestors and descendf&nts, with fervor, 
eloquence and conviction; but the time of the tourists is 
brief, their ship receives them in the early afternoon, and 
moves on her southward way, leaving Djedida to her nor- 
mal repose. In the customhouse, where two grand 
nianos, an electric omnibus, and other modern luxuries 


} equally out of place await the Sultan's orders for tha

HE story of the stars, in Mexican mythelogy, is an | 


empire of conjecture, people with legends as fanci- 

ful as those of the Baal of the ancient Chaldeans, 
and the Astarte of the Greeks. The Mexicans, like the 
Persians, were fire worshipers, and adored the sun, 
moon and stars. The rose-red teocalil of the Aztec, 
lifting high in air, bore the idol of Huitzilopochtli, the 
god of war, before whom were che altar to the sun, the 
stone of sacrifice, and the eacred fire. Shrined in the 
fiinty teocalli was a system of religious training closely 
associated with astrology; in fact, the exegetical inter- 
pretation of that system was the study of the solar and 
the stellar systems. This was in the hand; of a dominant 
and cruel priesthood, so haughty that the monarchs of 
the Aztecs bowed to their readings of the heavens. The 
racred wars, undertaken to secure human victims for the 
altars of Hultzilopocht!i, were always planned afier con- 
sultation with the astrologers and soothsayers of the 
temples. The Aztec monarch was considered the head 
of the church as well as the chief of state, and it ts 
said that Moctezuma II was the most learned man in the 
entire Aztec realm, having gained astrological knowledge 
while he was a student and a priest. The heavens to him 
were pictured parchments. He loved the stars for their 
sublime mystery, and reposed in them fakh as nuques- 
tioned oracles.

Shortly before the reported arrival of the Spaniards, 
the monarch tad witnessel the picreing of the 
ridnicht heavens with a comet, and od Po-

The stars, read by the monarch-magician, prophe ied 
the coming of a new race, a purer faith, and Moctezums, 
from that moment, was conquered. Months would elapse 
befoge he should meet the conqueror, Cortez, brt the 
worm of superstition had already fastened on his heart. 
Cortez eoon learned these facts, and he craftii!y used 
them for the success of his bold expedition. 


The Bible of the Aztecs. 


The Teoamoxtli, or Bible of the Aztecs, mingled the ra- 
Mgious practices of the race with the strange findings of 
pagan astrology. Those pictured pages held the refie- 
tion of starry meceages, that were interpreted according 
to the whim of an unscrupulous priesthood. The Azters 
were fata:ists, and every notion supposed to be held by 
the «ars above was pressed home upon the people by a 
calculating, grasping line of priests, who exploited their 
fancied lore for their personal profit. In that grim mir- 
ror of ecclesiae’ical interpretation was reflected the fote 
that followed every man or woman, binding upon them, 
beyond their power or their protest, the chain of an 
irresistible doom, or leading them, like children In 
thougiit, to eternal rest under the sacred Hicpalle. From 
the dim depths of those volumes, uniotellicible save ‘o 
the priesthood. the early Mexicans, like lotus eaters, 
drank deeply and sank into stolciom. 

Regzardiess of material death, lost in the dream of 
bliss beyond the breaking waves of this ke, the Aztec, 
with the bravery of the Spartan, and the superstition of 
the Greek, simply flung himeelf away in battle, content 
if death could but touch bim and lift him into the 
heaven of the heroes, the radiant Sun. 

This explains the seeming bravery of the Aztecs as 
themselves, naked and often unarme‘, 
against the steel-corseted Spaniards. Their sense of 
fatalism buoyed them up, and they fought like ma- 
chincs, utterly unawed by the cannon of the white men, 
and their terrible horces, and undaunted by their fire- 
arms and shining armor. This element in the character 
of the Aztec warriors made the tragedy of July, 1520, 
tuch a ¢errific chapter in the hietory c the conquest of 
Mexico. The Aztecs, armed with bows and arrows, and 
javelins, followed the flying Spaniards out on the Tecuba 
carseway, forcing them by sheer impict of numbers to 
flee from the city. slaughtering half the white men, and 
at least two thousand Tia calans in a few hours, while 
the natives fell in uch numbers that they choked the 
causeway and bridged the broken crevasses with weir 
dead bodies. 

Astrology was thore an important sclence among 
the Aztecs. Their pries hood, initiated into its shining 
mysteries, he'd the keys of heaven, allowing 
che mae but a glim se here and there, sufficient to 
bind their thoughts and hold subject their inquiring in- 
tellect. 


Birth of the Sun and Moon. 


Among the legends of the rice none is more forceful 
than that connected wit) the birth of the Sum and the 
Moon. The belief of «he Aztec warriors that if they 
died in battle they went into the Sun had its origin in 
the legend of Teouzistecat! ani Nanahuantzin, the gods 
who became the Sun and Moon. According to the an- 
cient traditions of che Mexican:, the earth was a form- 
Tess void when the first lieht was born, Cihuatialtona, 
the Venus of the ancients. sole light o' the earth, strug- 
Sling out of chaos. Al! through the cretfive periods this 
beautiful planet, with inborn light, turned its face 
toward the earth, civime forth a mild rediance, but con- 
ferring no warmth to the inhabitants of the globe, who 
prayed for the Sun. It was during a tempestnous nicht, 
under the canopy n domed the valley of Mexico, that 
the gods were gathered at Tectihuacan, a wide plain

SAN FRANCISCO,

Tes crowds, ceaselessly hurrying to and fro upon 


scowl, and pass on, muttering curses, or if so inclined, 
would volubly abuse him and make many dire threats.

ODAY at Manchester a centenary of a unique kind 
T. being celebrated. It is called the Dalton cen- 
tenary, and it is in memory of the discoveries of the 
greatest chemist that Manchester ever produced John 
| Dalton, who lived and worked and died there. But it is 
‘the centenary of neither his birth nor his death, but of 


What was the theory? Dalton imagined all substances 
to be grained in structure, all to resemble, if one could 
but take a sufficiently powerful magnifier to them, sand 
or sandstone. If one were to divide and divide these 
substances an almost immeasurably large number of 
times, there would come a moment when one could di- 
vide no longer. There would be an ultimate particle, an 
irreducible minimum of the substance we were attack- 
ing. That irreducible minimum, that indivisible parti- 
cle, would be the atom of the substance. Here a dis- 
tinction must be made. There are in nature certain sub- 
stances, like oxygen er nitrogen, or iron or mercury, 
which we call elements—primary substances. They are 
so called because by no means known to the chemist can 
they be split up into other substances. There are now 
known some eighty of them. There were fewer known 
in Dalton’s day, but the theory in respect to them was 
then, as now, that while all the atoms of any one element 
were alike, they were totally unlike the atoms of any 
other element. They had one characteristic in com- 
mon (which, however, the theory did not attempt to 
explain.) and it was that atoms had a great affinity for 
one another. Thus, if you had an atom of oxygen and 
an om of hydrogen, they would tend to rush into one 
another's arms and form a chemical combination. The 
use of this theory in explaining the invariable and un- 
changing composition of gases or liquids, or chem- 
ical compounds was evident. The ultimate par- 
ticles of every clement had definite weights. When these 
atoms, therefore, combined with one another, the result- 
ing compound would also have definite weight and pro- 
| portions. There would always be a definite quantitative 
relation between the constituents of substances. 


Electricity and the Atom. 


That was the theory, and it served a great purpose in 
enabling chemists to set about the task of ascertaining 
the relative weights of all the elements—a task which, 
in its more or less completed form, today represents an 
enormous amount of work—+ractically a century's work. 
But in that century the atomic theory has greatly 
changed its form, and has given rise to all kinds of new 
conceptions, both in chemistry and in physics. Both 
by its deficiencies and its suggestions it has been of use. 
It stipulated, as we have seen, that atoms must attract 
one another. It did not explain why; but the researches 
of Sir Humphry Davy and the genius of Faraday con- 
structed out of this omission the electrical theory of the 
attraction of atoms, by which we may suppose that atome 
attract one another as positive and negative electric 
particles attract one another. When this theory in its 
turn fell short of explaining all the facta, the theory of 
‘the ion was put forward. Dalton had supposed the atom 
indivisible. Davy and Faraday first supposed that in a 
liquid like hydrochloric acid the negative atom of hydro- 
gen was coupled up, let us say, with the positive atom 
of chlorine. The atom still could not exist by itself: it 
must exist in combination as a molecule. But the ion 
theory, in order to explain another difficulty of electroly- 
sis, supposed that there were a certain number of atoms, 
each carrying an electric charge, floating free among the 


i combined molecules, and that these only united when a 


positively charged atom met a negatively charged one.

PICTURES WITHOUT PENCILS 


SOME CURIOUS METHODS THAT ARE EMPLOYED 
BY ARTISTS. 


[London Answers:] About a century ago an artist 
named Cranch was standing one day in front af a fire in 
his house at Axminster. Over the fireplace was an 
oaken mantleplece, and it occurred to Cranch that thia 


There are many strange methods in vogue of produc- 
ing pictures without the direct use of pencil or brush. 
Some years ago a certain Mr. Straker attracted great at- 
tention by his swelled-wood pictures. His method de- 
pended on the facts that wood swells when wetted, and 
shrinks again when dry, and that wood fiber when 
pressed down dry rise permanently to their former level 
if wetted. 

Mr. Straker's tool was a blunt steel point. He worked 
ow the lines of his device with this, pressing down the 
fiber, but without breaking the grain. Then he planed 
off the surface of the panel very carefully down to the 
level of the lines made by the tool. All that was neces 
sary after this operation was to steep the whole panel in 
Wierer. When this had been done the paris which had 
been depressed by the steel point rose again to their 
former level, and the picture was brought up in etrong 
relief. | 

Very beautiful works of art have been made by inlay- 
ing with small pieces of natural wood. The greatest 
master of this am is EK. C. Larrabee. His method is to 
take two thin panels of wood, clamp them together, and 
with a delicate fret saw cut out the design. The portions 
of the wpper panel cut free by the saw are removed, and 
those sawed simultaneously from the lower slab are 
pressed upward to partially fill the vacant spaces. Then 
comes the cutting of the hundreds of tiny morsels of 
different woods which are to fill in the details. Six bun- 
dred to a thousand are used in a single picture The 
slabs from which they are cut are but the sixteenth of 
an inch thick, so the care needed in manipulating them 


ors his material. Every bit is chosen from natural wood. 
To get the hue of a Mack coat, for instance, ebony from 
Madagascar may be utilized; for a face, cream-colored 
olive wood from Palestine. For a shirt, appropriate col- 
oring may be yielded by American quince. English holly, 
Cuban peepul, Philippine impee wood—these are a fow 
of the various and often costly materials necessary for 
a painting in wood. As for the difficulties which beset 
the artist, it may be mentioned that the wood of the 
cocoa-bollo exudes a gum which clogs a fretsaw so 
rapidly that only six or seven strokes can be made with 
one blade. ~ 
Good results have been produced by engraving on mar- 
ble. A coating of aquitint varnish is laid on the amooth 
surface of a marble slab, a design is sketched on the 
varnish, and then an engraver’s needle is employed to 


along the places laid bare by the tool. Acid and varnich 
are then removed, and the marble polished, when the 
design appears sunken in the surface of the slab. 

Straw pictures are often to be seen in French mon- 
asteries. The patience needed for the manufacture of a 
straw picture is immense. First, a selection must be 
made of fine, long, unbroken Grawe. These are cut into 
lengths free from all knots. Each separate straw is then 
split from end to end, and flattened out with a burnisher. 
In order to accomplish this without breaking them, the 
straws must first be dampened. The split and flattened 
straws are then dyed of various colors, and pasted aide 
by side upon sheets of thin paper. This pasting is done 
so accurately that the lines of juncture between the 
straws are hardly visible. 

It is with this material that the straw artiet produces 
his pleture. Cutting the sheets into such portions as be 
requires, he pastes the bits side by side upon paper, pro- 
ducing really marvelous mosaics, which have a peculiar 
shining surface.

MONUMENT TO SHAKESPEARE TO BE ERECTED 
AT THE SCENE OF *“*ITAMLET.” 


[Copenhagen Correspondence London Leader: A 
national monument to Shakespeare is to be erected in the 
town of Bisinore, the scene of the great dramatis 
“Hamlet.” 

A committee, composed of leading Danish poets, sri- 
entists, actors, and other prominent men, bas today is- 
sued an appeal, and Queen Alexandra has not only given 
her full approval of the idea, but she has also been the 
first subscriber to the fund for the monument. 

The next subscriber was the Czar's uncle, che Grand 
Duke Constantine, who has translated “Hamlet” into the 
Russian language. 

The monument will be the work of the Danish sculp- 
tor, Prof. Hasselrus, who was the designer of the Heine 
monument in the late Empres Elizabeth's villa at Corfu, 
and of another Heine monument, over the poet's tomb 
at Pere Lachaise Cemetery, Paris.

THe INDUSTRY OF GROWING THE 
FRUIT CALIFORNIA.

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June 28, 190%, 


PECULLAR interest attaches to the olive and its 

culture; it is associated with the scenes of both 

sacred and secular ancient history. Its origin 
seems to be contemporary with the earliest records of 
the human race. 

The wild olive is a native of both hemispheres, in 
certain latitudes, and when explorers first landed they 
found this tree growing in Florida and the Carolinas, 
and they gave it the name of “Olea Americano.” - 

The processes of making oil from olives and of pre- 
serving them in brine was well known in ancient times, 
for pickled olives, retaining their characteristic flavor, 
have been found in the ruins of Pompeii. 

While a tender human sentiment surrounds this tree, 
and it appeals to us with its beauty, it also has a present 
practical commercial value.

These conservative figures show the 
olive industry to be already a rather lusty infant. 


Mr. E. D. Neff, manager of La Mirada ranch, reported 
recently that his new olive press would crush ten tons 
every twenty-four hours. This would give at least 300 
gallons of oil per day, for olives yield from twenty-five 
to thirty-five gallons per ton. La Mirada ranch has over 
five hundred acres in olives, about one hundred and 
twenty-five of which are at present in bearing. Of the 
varietios grown here, the Mission and Pendulina do best. 


In the past few years large areas have been planted 
to the olive in this State, and statistics show at present 
in the neighborhood of three million trees in a flourish- 
ing condition. 

Bearing olive orchards are singularly free from insect 
pests in this region, with the exception of black scale, 
which, if allowed to breed, leaves its unsightly, soot-like 
deposit on bole and branch and fruit. The Australian 
ladybird (Rhizobius ventralis.) which has recently been 
imported by the State Board of Horticulture to combat 
this scale: is proving one of the best aids in its destruc- 
tion which the olive grower has; he kindly provides safe 
resting places for this insect by attaching little nests of 
inverted corn husks among the olive branches, where it 
abides, sheltered from the cold and storm of the wet

Present State of the Industry. 


California bas an ideal climate for the culture of the 
olive, for this tree cannot bear extremes of heat or 
cold. It may be seen waving Us gray-green plumy 
boughs along the slopes and mesas of the higher foot- 
hills, or thriving in perennial loveliness in the low val- 
leys at sea level. It thrives where other trees cannot be 
grown with profit. The growing of the olive for com- 
mercial purposes is yet in its infancy, but the alert 
orchardiat is waking to the idea that it is one of the 
safest horticultural propositions in the State. 

The Los Angeles Olive Growers Aesociation alone re- 
ports a yieldof more than 50,000 gallons of oll for this sea- 
son. The members of the association have 1100 acres in 
bearing in the San Fernando Valley.

Why So Few Grow Olives, 


The olive, being a long-lived tree, does not produce 
fruit in paying quantities until seven or eight years old, 
therefore many land owners who have been desirous for 
quick returns from their farms, have hesitated to plant 
extensively to this tree; they have reserved the more 
fertile areas for other fruits, which come earlier into 
bearing, crowding the olive back upon rocky slopes. 
Tiiis has added to the beauty of the landscape, but bas 
not given the olive fair play; it needs water, pruning 
and cultivation, and repays a hundred-fold for intelli- 
gent care. Trees in full bearing will average 250 gallons 
of berries each, annually. 

The orchardist realizes that he must go to a new and 
untried market with his 6000 carloads of pickles, and 
his 2000 carloads of oll, which the orchards. now planted 
will furnish in the near future. He must create a de- 
mand for his products. The taste for pickles and 011 
is an acquired one, but as both are delicious and health- 
ful articles of diet, the grower can be fearless in forc- 
ing the gates of the world’s markets. 


Somewhat recently an olive grower shipped to a 
friend in the grocery business in the Mississippi Valley a 
barrel of pickled olives. The barrel was opened, and the 
curious onlookers at once pronounced the olives spoiled, 
because they were black; these people had never seen 
other than the green bottled commodity.

It is equipped with the very latest machinery used i 
the purpose of oil manufacture. The mill stands Gow 
to the Ojai Valley Railroad depot. and the oil produce 
is of the very finest quality, and is easily transported & 
good markets. 

This mill comprises one main building and several 
smaller ones, and has a flowing well, whose force & 
applied directly to the preases, while a six-horse-powar 
engine connects with the various crushers, grinders, # 

The Ojai mill was completed and began operations iis 
middle of last December. The thud of its machn 
was a new and never-ceasing sound to the dwelles #@ 
the Ojai for some weeks, but sewer facilities were lie 
ited, and the management ran the mill only during dap 
light for the last two months of the campaign.

The White Family. 
GENEALOGY OF OLDEST FAMILY 
IN NEW ENGLAND. 


‘By d Special Contributor. 


HE oldest family in New England is that of White. 
William White was one of the Mayflower party, 

and his son was the first white child born in New 
Engiand. He was called Peregrine, a name signifying 
“a pilgrim in a strange land.” 
William White died in the first winter. .His sons, 
Peregrine and Resolved, lived to be important members 
of the colony, active in all its affairs. The cradle of 
Poregrine is now in Pilgrim Hall, Plymouth. 
In the “Breeches” Bible, which William White brought 
with him to this country is recorded the birth of Pere- 
grine, written by Mr. White on the margin of one of the 
leaves. On the fly-leaves of the Bible are rude pictures, 
drawn by some member of the Mayflower party. One 
represents an Indian with drawn bow, with the lezend 
beneath, “Were grected thus when we came in on shore.” 
The tradition is that the White family is deacended 
from an Earl of Mar, a Scottish chieftain who lived in 
feudal times. There are no authentic records, however, 
regarding this matter; but it is established that the 
Whites were of the gentry of Bedfordshire, and bore, by 
rigts, the coat of arms which is seen today. 
A John White, who died in 1501, was a man of consid- 
erable estate, for he bequeathed lands in no fewer than 
nine different parishes.

One of the founders of Hartford, Ct, and Cam- 
bridge and Hadley, Mass, was Elder John White. He 
came from Chelmsford Wer. England, and was con- 
nected with the minister Hooker. John White lived in 
Hartford, on Governors’ street, so named because it was 
the home of four Governors of the State. The lengthen- 
ing shadows of the famous charter oak, as the sun went 
down, rested on John White's dwelling. He was elected 
to important offices, and maintained a respectable stand- 
ing as to property. There is extant che record of 8. 
persons descended from John White—2850 bearing his 
name. Seven generations were added to the family 
within 200 years. His son, Capt. Nathaniel White, was 
one of the founders of Middletown, Ct. He was almost 
constantly employed in the various town offices, and he 
was elected a Representative from that town eighty-five 
times, and was cighty-one years old when last chosen. 

In 1721 Col. Thomas White came out as a boy to seek 
his fortune. The letters which passed between him and 
his sisters, who remained in London, are of much in- 
terest. When he was grown they sent bim the portraits 
of his father and mother. He did most of his shopping 
in London, sending at one time for linen ahirting and a 
“good pinchback watch with a green shagreen case.” 

Whitestown, near Utica, N. T., was settled and named 
by Hugh White, who, with others of the name and fam- 
lly, removed thither from the New England colony. Be- 
ing surrounded by Indians, it was necessary (o conciliate 
them. On one occasion an Indian chief demanded of Mr. 
White that he would permit him to take to his wigwam a 
little granddaughter then playing about the house, prom- 
ising to bring her back safely. The child was entrusted 
to him, but it was not until the approach of night, when 
fears of treachery had almost overcome the mother, that 
¢he child was returned. She was gayly arrayed in Indian 
dress, with many ornaments. This incident is eald to 
have contributed much to the friendship between the new 
settlers and their Indian neighbors. 

The Whites served their country in Colonial wars, and 
in the Revolution. John, Samuel, Abijah and Asa were 
in the ranks: Jonathan was commissioned colonel. 
Among prominent members of the family may te 
named Bishop White, one of the founders of the Amer'- 
can branch of the Anglican Church, and the author, 
Richard Grant White. 
The White Association's last annnual reunion was he'4 
at Westminster, Mass, August 27, 1902. Many present 
improved the opportunity to visit “Redemption Rock,” 
on Lake Wachusett, where, in 1676, John White's daug*- 
ter, Mary—Mrs. Joseph Rowlandson—was redeemed from 
the Indians by the general court of Boston, John Hoar, 
of Boston, being che ambassador. A few years ago, Sen- 
ator Hoar purchased the rock and placed on it the fol- 
lowing inscription: 
“Upon this rock, May 2, 1676, was made the agreement 
for the ransom of Mrs. Mary Rowlandson, of Lancaster, 
between the Indians and John Hoar, of Concord.

At the White reunion were read the verses on Ply- 
mouth Rock written by Samuel White, the fifth in de- 
scent from Perezrine;: other verses by a Samuel White.

Tae cost of perfume-making apparatus is not large. 
The two most common ways of extracting che fragrance 
are by distiiation and by a process called enfleurage. 


The etills for distillation are copper, lined with tin, | 


each holding a half-barrel, and chey are not costly. In 
enfleurage, cashes of glass are spread with the purest 
lard, and fragrant petals scattered on it. There is a 
strong affinity between an odor and grease, as housew!\ves 
bave learned in keeping butter. Soon the petals have 
delivered up all their fragraace to the lard, and they 
are replaced by frech blossoms. This process is contin- 
ued until the lard is strongly saturated with the 
ent, when it is called a pomade. This grease is soaked 
m alcohol amd the perfume extracted to be used for 
various purposes. The scent ohtalned by enflcurage ls 
nearer to the natural odor than chat ecquired in any 
other way. 


u has been suggested by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture that neighborhoods establish com- 


munity stills for making perfumes, just as they now 
have cobdperative creameries and frult-drying plants. 
Bach individual could deliver his bushels of Wossome 
amd get his quota of sweets. In this way a skilled dis- 
tiller could be employed, and the vicinity be educated in 
the industry asa it 

The blossoms have to be picked early ln the morning, 
when the dew is in upon them. Then they contain 
moet fragrance. As the sun warms them this fragrance 
is dissipated into the surrounding medium, whether it 
be the air of the garden, the water of the still or the 
lard of the enfleurage An. This habit of the blossoms 
shuts out some parts of the State from belag successful 
perfume-making districts. In the cold winds and fogs 
of the coast, the amount of perfume obtained wil! never 
reach the percentage extracted in the warm, dry interior. 

As to the blossoms to be used, the most exponsive per- 
fume is attar of roses, but we have not with us the 
proper rose for this extract. It is a Bulgarian species, a 
homely blossom, and as we have always planted our 
roses for beauty, it has not been introduced here. How- 
ever there is no proof that it would not flourish here 
could we obtain specimens. The “Gloire de France” ts 
claimed to have the attar odor, and many other varte- 
ties are good for the rosewater of commerce. 

After the rose, the orange is the best perfume, com- 
mercially considered. The attar of its blossom is called 
“neroli,” and is quite expensive.

Women in the Tropics. 
THEY DO THE WORK AND SUPPORT 
THE MEN. 


By a Special Contributor. 

M tired of this humdrum life we women have to 
lead,” declared the gir! who yearned for what she 
vaguely called “emancipation.” It's a shame! If 

we stay at home, life is misera»ly dull. If we go out to 

work, men complain that we are taking the bread out of 
their mouths and starving their families. And there are 
only a few fields of work open to us. Why shouldn"t 
we have a fair chance to do all che work that men do?“ 

“Why not, indeed!” laughed her brother, who has 
traveled. “Pretty nearly bak the world is of your way 
of thinking. Go down to any part of the tropics and you 
will be allowed to do as much man's work as you like. 

You can take your choice of any occupation, from road 

making to coal heaving, and the men won't object. They 

will be quite content to recline in the shade of the ehelt- 
ering palm, smoking brown cigarettes and watching you 
do the work.” 


Woman's Greatest Field. 


He was right. Practically speaking, women run the 
tropics. Much is heard of new occupations bang opened 
up to women in America, and advocates of women's 
suffrage point with pride to its great army of women 
workers, but if the new woman wants co do all that a 
man doves, she ought to go to the tropics. There is the 
greatest field for woman's work. 

Women plant and harvest the crops, and carry them 
to the markets on their heads. Women labor in tbe 
fields for a few cents a day. Women break stones on the 
highways and mend the roads. Women run etores, tend 
the bars of the rum shops, mind cattle, break horses, ang 
ship as sailors on coasting craft. Women even act as 
conductors on the street cars, and in such “dictressful 
countries” as Hayti, Venezuela and Colombia they carry 
rifles and fight in the ranks of the national! and revolu- 
tionist armies, proving themselves quite as good soldiers 
as the men, and not a whit less ferocious. ‘ 

On market days in che West Indies thousands of peas- 
ant women and girls can be seen walking along the roads 
to the town from their palm-thatched huts in the moun- 
tains and the woods, They carry on their heads iramense 
loads of bananas, oranges, yams, plantains, brown sugar 


or tobacco, stepping along at the rate of four miles ea 
hour with the gait of a princess. Constant carrying of 
| heavy loads gives them a splendid carriage and a figure 
approaching perfection. They will walk forty miles to 


market to sell thirty cents’ worth of produce. Often 


| they could sell the same stuff for a better price at their 
| homes, but they enjoy the merry company on the road, 
and the fun and goseip of the marke place too much to 


give up their weekly jaunt. Most people would thiok 
7 a tramp hard work, but they regard it as a picnic. 


Tramping along over rough mountain tracks. fording 
swift rivers, tugging fractious mules in the way that 
they should go, <hese women never let their head loads 
fall. They could dance a jig without dropping them. 

Meanwhile their men folk—who have not even taken 
the trouble to sow or harvest the crops, much less earry 
them to market—are sleeping in the palm-thatched hut, 
or lying down in the yam patch outside, and smoking the 
strong native tobacco known as “jackass rope 


A Planter’s Testimony. 


“On my estate,” said a coffee planter to an American 
friend, “I employ about six hundred people in the busy 
seasons, besides two or three hundred children. The 
women outnumber the men by more than two to one, and 
do far better work, though ¢hey are only paid eighteen 
cents a day, as compared with the men’s twenty-four. 
The difference in wages ia most unfair, but it is regn- 
lated by iron-bound custom, which cannot be broken, 
however much one would like tc do so. 

“The men don't work unless the eye of the overseer is 
on them. They prefer co lie down in the shade and gos- 
sip or steal off to the nearest village rum ehop. But all 
the women are as busy as bees all the time, cutting sugar 
cane, picking coffee or gathering pimento. They can do 
everything that the men do much better ¢han the men 
themselves, and they are far easier to manage. They 
will even carry heavier loads on their heads than the 
men. 

“Then why don't you break that lron- bound custom and 
employ only women at men’s wages?“ asked the 
American. 

“Because,” answered the pianter, I should e have a 
single laborer, male or female, on the estate inside of a 


week. You dont understand the conservatism of the 
tropics. Immemorial custom decrees that a woman shall 
be paid eighteen cents and a man twenty-four. If I 
paid the women men's wages they would grow sus- 


picious and refuse to work for me. And even if they 
were willing to work their men folk would not let 


— 
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them. Most of my women laborers support some lazy, 
hulking brute of a man out of their scanty earnings, and 
very often a family as well.” 


A South American “Merchant Prince.” 
Some of che women workers of | the tropics are enter- 


prising, and branch out into new lines of business un- 


dreamed of by men. 


A well-known American traveler in South America 
tells of a “good-natured old woman of capacious em- 
bonpoint” whom he met as a fellow-passenger on a 
steamship piying between Valparaiso and Panama, 

This woman carries on business as a “deck trader,” 
and spends praciically the whole of her life afloat be- 
tween those two ports. Her stock in trade includes dress 
goods, ribbons, hats, canned goods, fresh fruits, vegeta- 
bles, and a thousand other articles. She does a small 
retail trade with the steerage passengers, but that is not 
her principal business. 

“She is as well known among the people in the litile 
towns along the coast of Peru and Chile,” says the 
traveler, as the leaders among the mercantile commun- 
ity of the Miesissippi Valley, and she carries on a large 
trade while the ship is loading and unloading cargo, 
besides distributing news from the other towns. She 
supplies the desert towns with pineapples, oranges and 
other fresh fruits, and vegetables from the fertile regions 
of the north, and at almost every port adds some local 
product to ber stock In trade, ether by barter or pur- 
chase. 

“When the ship approaches a port she spreads out her 
wares in a most attractive manner, and sits in the 
midst of them in a big rocking chair, swaying a palm- 
leaf fan and carrying on her bargains and gossip at the 
same time. At night time and between ports she puts 
her goods away in chests, boxes, bags and barrels, un- 
folds a wire-woven cot, unrolls a mattress, spreads a 
pair of clean sheets and a soft pillow, with edging on 
the slip, and in the midst of her merchandise lies down 
to pleasant dreams. 

This old woman started the deck trading business 
eleven years ago, and has carried it on regularly ever 
since. Other women pursue the same curious trade on 
the steamships which ply between the West Indian Isl- 
an qs, and also on various South American coasting lines. 

There is a black woman in Grenada who carries on a 
prosperous business as a butcher. On market days she 
slaughters sheep and pigs with her own hand, cuts them 
wp in public and sells the joints in the market place au 
hour or two afterward. Nobody regards her occupation 
as unesual, for women blacksmiths, women shepherds, 
and women carpenters are common in Grenada, as they 
are in many other parts of the tropics. 


The Women Ought to Govern. 


“If I had my way,” said the Governor of one of Eng- 
land's tropical colonies recently, “I would let the natives 
govern this country, and countries like K, but I 
give the votes to the women instead of the men. 
are by far the better half. They do the work and 
ought to rule the roost. There would be no fear of 
going backward into savagery if they had the control of 
affairs. They appreciate the Messings of education and 
civilization much better than the men do. Many of these 
poor, ignorant black women toll and slave and save all 
their lives long to give their children a good education 
and fit them for a better posKion in life than that which 
they themselves hold.” 0 

Men's work causes these women of the tropics to adopt 
men’s habits in large measure. In Ecuador, Brazil, 
Venezuela and other Latin-American countries it is com- 
mon to see the wives of che “peons” smoking long, fal, 
black cigars. The milder cigarette does not eatisfy them, 
though it is between the lips of their husbands from 
early morn to dewy eve. On the country roads in Ja- 
maica, Trinidad and other West Indian islands, a negro 
woman may often be seen enjoying a black clay pipe as 
she trudges to market. She never smokes cigars o” 
cigareties; it is the pipe or nothing with ber. 

In many parts of the tropics, where polygamy pre- 
vails, unaccompanied by the higher type of Mohamme- 
dan civilization, a man's wealth is mainly estimated by 
the number of wives working for him. They are a 
better investment than camels, mules, or acknowledged 
slaves. They work harder and submit quietly to more 
brutal treatment. 

Hats off to the tropic woman! If the tropic man were 
half as enterprising and energetic as she is, the tropics 
would be the most prosperous zone of the globe. She 
never talks about “women's rights,” but everybody 
cheerfully concedes her (be right to work at any task 
under the sun until she drops. 

And what of the children? Does the man mind them? 
Not he! If their mother cannot spare time to look after 
them they have to root around for themselves. Often 
they work by her side to help suppert poor father.

RIENDS and admirers of Gen. Otis, who comman ed 
F. large army and was also Military Governor of the 

Philippines are telling a story of ‘his strict integrity, 
which, they say, was characteristic of him, and which 
accounts for the fact that there was no scandal attached 
to the government affairs in tropical islands 8000 miles 
away. It was just about the time that Gen. Otis was 
coming away from Manila. There were persons who 
wanted to give him something as a token of their re- 
spect and esteem. Several suggestions were made, but 
to all. whether individuals or organizations, Gen. Otis 
returned a courteous but firm refusal. Among those 
who wanted to do something for the general was a Chi- 
nese merchant to whom he had shown the same favor 
he had to all other persons. But the general refused 
until] just before he was going away, when he sent 
word to the Chinaman that he would accept a quarter 
of a pound of the best tea that could be procured, as he 
wanted Mrs. Otis to know what it was like. “Tell him 
that if he sends any more than a quarter of a pound I 
shall not accept it.“ And that is all that Gen. Otis re- 
ceived above his regular army allowance from the Phil- 
ippines. 

Here is another story about Otis and hie administra- 
tion: There was a bishop in the islands with whom 
one of the young officers became quite intimate One 
day he expressed great admiration for a ring the bishop 
had. Being Spanish, the bishop presented it to the offi- 
cer, a custom they have of offering as a present any- 
thing an acquaintance may chance to admire. It is not 
expected that persons will accept presents under these 
conditions, but the officer surprised the bishop and took 
the ring with profuse thanks. The incident came to the 
ears of Gen. Otis, and he first sent for the bishop, 
who corrroborated the report, but begged the general 
not to do anything about it, saying that it would em- 
barraas him to take back the ring as much as it would 
the officer to return it. The ring, he said, was not 
worth more than $150 anyway, and it was further ex- 
plained that it had not been given in any way as a re- 
ward for something done or that might be done. But 
Gen. Otis was firm. He said the time might come when 
the possession of the ring might embarrass the officer in 
the performance of his duty, especially if he should ever 
be placed in a position where the bishop or his people 
were likely to have some request to prefer. More than 
all, he did not want army officers in his command to re- 
ceive valuable presents from anybody in the islands, 
and he insisted that the ring should be returned.

Bee Keeping. 

HE present season promised to be the best honey 
season that California had seen for many years, until 
cool weather set in, which somewhat injured the pros- 
pects. However, there will be a lot of sweetness turned 
out this year in Southern California. The Los Angeles 
Fruit World recently published the following article on 
the bee industry: 

“The bee-keeping industry in California commenced in 
1853. with the introduction of a few colonies brought from 
the East. In 1856, J. 8. Harbison brought a large ship- 
ment of bees from New York, to which he soon after- 
ward added other consignments, nearly all of which were 
taken to Sacramento. Later, it was discovered that 
Southern California was an idea] honey location, and it 
was not long until there were a number of apiaries in 
that section of the State. 

“The industry has been successful in this State; that 
is, with live, energetic men and women also, barring the 
few crop failures. Southern California has had three 
almost total failures—in 1898, 1899, and 1900. The bees 
have been largely decimated thereby, and now only the 
most intelligent, energetic bee-keepers have any bees 
left. The year 1900 was a partial failure all over the 
Siate, some favored localities harvesting part of a crop. 
But in the good years—Ah! that’s what would make 
one’s mouth water—three hundred carloads were shipped 
Past, hundreds of tons were shipped by water from San 
Francisco, and tons and tons were consumed in the State. 
Such a year was 1897, and 1903 promises to be another 
such record-breaker. 

“The future of the industry in the State is very promis- 
ing. True, the area of the sages in Southern Califor- 


nia is getting leas and less, but the area of alfalfa in 


“As a contribution to the current discussion of the re- 
lation of bees to fruits, the experience of Fred Buck o! 
Vacaville is interesting. 

“Mr. Buck has two hundred and seventy hives of bees. 
Bees are, of course, a source of great profit, and on this 
account ehould be kept by other orchardists. They get 
most of their honey from the hills, and during the sum- 
mer up to the first of July find plenty of flowers in the 
hills from which to secure food. They also gather con- 
siderabie honey in the fall, the months of September 
and October being usually the best months of the fat! 
although in some seasons they gather a good deal of 
honey as late as November. They do not damage fruit 
in any particular. Mr. Buck keeps his hives in a peach 
orchard. 

“But the bee industry is deserving of consideretion by 
orchardists from another standpoint. It has been recoz- 
nized that the pollenization of the cherry blossoms was 
a necessity. For the purpose of pollenizing che cherry 
blossome, it has been deemed advisable to plant different 
varieties scattered about, and even to mix the wild cher- 
ries about in the orchards. With a good many who re- 
called the big cherry crops of the past in Vacaville, it 
has been a matter of bee or not to be. They re- 
call the early days of Vacaville, when the cherry crop 
was unfailing, and persistently urge that wild bees were 
then numerous. For one reason or another, mountain 
fires perhaps as much es anything, the wild bees seemed 
to desert the valley, and just in that proportion did the 
cherry crop fall below the normal. 

“Mr. Buck finds that the bee crop is an insurance of the 
cherry crop. He says that the season of 1901 gave him 
the biggest crop of cherries he ever enjoyed, when hie 
aereage was only one-third as large. He also says that 
he had at that time the largest number of bee hives. He 
is positive that the bees are underwriters of his cherry 
crop, and will not part with them, because, as he says, 
no bees, no cherries; plenty of bees, plenty of cherries. 
He says that bees do no harm to orchards or to drying 
fruits, except that when pears are being dried their 
sugary sweetness attracts them, and it is found neces- 
sary to cover drying pears with netting to keep off tae 
busy bee. Despite this obejction Mr. Buck is an enthu- 
siast in the matter of bee culture, and proposes to con- 
tinue the industry which has been profitable to Mm di- 
rectly, and indirectly even in a greater degree.”

XML- THE FOXES. 


Lir rn WILD Does or HILLS AND FAMOUS 
HUNTERS.

HERE are some people in Southern California who

but they didn't. In North America, wherever there are 
brush-covered hills and rocky cafions, from the ahores of 
circum-polar seas to Central America, there will de 
found foxes of one sort or another; sometimes two or 
three species in one place. There are none in South 
America, but the number of kinds known to inbabit the 
northern continent of the New World as well as every 
country of Europe, Asia and Africa in a measure makes 
up for the apparent forgetfulne s of Mother Nature in 2 
land otherwise abundantly supplied with animal life. In 
general, ‘however, it is to be noted that individuals of the 
dog tribe come to their highest development in ¢emper- 
ate and north temperate climates (notice, for instance, 
the huge Wolves of the Lithuanian forests,) while it is 
ale equally evidem that the cat tribe attains to its 
marked specialization in the tropics, particularly in 
and Tiger groups. Hence it is not surprising 
find the largest Foxes in the northern parts of 
continent and Burope Here in California— 
especially the southern portion—we have no 
representative of the dog family, and our largest 
puny even when compared with the leer Leopards

_ Consequently they are seldom seen even where actually 
plentiful, while their speed and a color well adapted to! 
the country in which they are found serves ‘o protect 
them still further. Both of our foxes inhabit the hill 
regions much more plentifully than either the moun- 
tains or the lowlands. Like the Coyotes, they frequent 
brush-covered flats by day, seldom, except in thickly- 
settled districts, taking to their dens unless in stormy 
weather. In the case of she Red Fox. the south or west 
side of a hill is weually chosen as a elite for the den or 
“earth” (as it is commonly called in hunting language) 
which this animal usually excavates for itself. If a con- 
venient cave or even a Rabbit or Squirrel hole is to be 
bad, the Fox will drive the rightful owner out, and, hav- 
ing enlarged the premises, occupy it bimeelf. Sometimes 
de mistakes che residence of a Badger for that of one of 
the rodents, and then there is trouble for the Fox, which 
la generally only too glad to leave his sharp-toothed se-

Nals last statement brings us to another striking dif- 
ference between the two; the Gray Fox can and docs 
climb trees, with almost the agility of a ca’, while the 
Red Fox is either unable to do eo or knows that he, with 
his fleet feet, is by far the safest on the ground. In this 
county, where there is little open country where a Fox 
can be “put up,” both the greys and the reds taxe to 
the earth much sooner than in the southeastern States, 
where fox-hunting is still much of a sport.

The Gray Fox, however, is not 
of so wide a distribution, and probably more common 
in the United States than in any other part of its range.

ounce of laudanum and two ounces of sweet spirits of 
niter along with half a pint of whisky in some hot 
water. 

Very often simple cases of colic yield to the adminis- 
tration of a couple of ounces of cooking soda, diluted 
with water, and given as soon as ¢he first symptoms of 
the attack are noticed. Should the administration of 
this cooking soda fali to give the desired relief, no time 
should be lost in following it up with the laudanum and 
spirits of niter already suggested.

Two Kinds of Acids.

HE following from an exchange in regard to the effect 

of fruit acid on the stomach is in line with statements 
that have appeared in this department, calling attention 
to that fact that acid fruits have an alkaline reaction in 
the stomach, while animal food has an acid reaction: 
“The acid of fruit and vegetables is on the order and 
in keeping with the acid of the stomach, of digestion. 
and when added to the stomach acid aids digestion. There 
is a peculiarity or what might to some be called a para- 
dox, namely, fruit acid taken on a sour stomach sweetens 
the stomach, in other words, the fruit juice overcomes 
the fermentation, and in this way renders the stomach 
sweet. 


Confessions of a Physician. 


RUSSIAN physician of some note, with the rather im- 

possible name of Weressajew, has written a book en- 
titled “The Confessions of a Physician.” Following are 
extracts from the introductory article: 

“That the young physician kills as many patients as he 
cures. 

“Medical science would come to a standstill were it not 
for the poor, for no man or woman knowing what a 
hospital—open to medical students—is, will go there if 
able to get credit for attendance, and with the druggist. 

“Taking it all in all, our mothers, wives and sisters 
suffer most in public hospitals where students are ad- 


mitted. To this day I blush at the recollection of the 
indignities imposed upon poor women for science’s cake. 
while I, with a hundred or more others, watched them 
like pieces of soulless bric-a-brac. 

Never leave the patient without medicine,’ we were 
told; ‘prescribe something, anyhow, so that the patient 
may see that something is done for him. And when a 
diagnosis is wholly impossible, search for one; that is, 
dose the patient with certain medicines, trying one after 
the other. If he responds to the first, the second, the 
third, or the twelfth treatment, why then, he is afflicted 
with the malady for which this treatment is good, and 
after that it's easy sal ing.“ 


Maternal Impressions. 
CORRESPONDENT writes to the Journal of the 
American Medical Association as follows: 


“In the Journal of March 21 Dr. A. G. Belsheim reports 
a case of so-called maternal tmpression. The doctor

It 
is a useful liniment, injured parts healing more rapidly 
when protected from the air by olive oil.

THE REVOLT 
IN MOROCCO. 


An Englishman's Intelligent 
Account of Conditions. 


Interposition of the Powers Likely 
fo be Necessary. 


— 
The Pretender’s Activity—Resuit 


of Misgcovernment—Traffic 
in Weapons. 


[CORRESPONDENCE LONDON POST.} 

TANGIER, May 27.—The situation 
here in Mcrocco becomes more and 
more serious as the weeks go by, and 
one is reluctantly forced to the con- 
clusion that unlees some signs of amel- 
joration present themgelyes the inter- 
position of the European powers is 
merely a matter of time. In spite of 
many @ssertions to the contrary it is 
all too clear that the country from end 
to end is alive with lawlessness and 
open rebellion. 

Within the past three weeks two of 
the most important coast towns have 
been besieged by armed rebels; the 
Tangier-Tetuan road has now been cut 
for over six weeks: it is no longer pos- 
sible for a caravan to proceed on the 
Tangier-Fez trade route, and bands of 
armed rebels are pillaging and robbing 
away to their hearts’ content within 


have | 


four hours’ ride from the gates of Tan- 
ier. Merchants in Rabat state that it 
| is impossible to send merchandise into 
the interior with safety, owing to the 
revolt in the tribe of Zeeaida, which is 
robbing all the caravans coming and 
going to a place called Daralbaida. 
Only a few days ago a large number of 
soldiers on their way to join the Sul- 
tan’s army were attacked and robbed

OFFICIAL AND NON-OFFICIAL 
REPORTS. 

In spite of this, many people who 
have assumed the role of apologists for 
the Sultan and the government assure 
us with unnecessary fervor that every- 
thing is perfectly normal, and to estab- 
lish the truth of this assertion they re- 
fer to the history of the Moorish Em- 
pire. With this we are supposed to 
rest content. The fact of Morocco hav- 
ing always borne a reputation for in- 
ternecine strife, however, seems to in- 
crease rather than diminish the dan- 
gers of the revolt. For one thing, more 
danger lurks in exagwerated and in- 
flated optimism than in a prudent sur- 
vey of the real situation, even though 
one is led to take a pessimistic view. 
While, on one no 
be 


search for pos- 
dangers, there is absolutely 
no virtue in wantonly ignoring those 


which are painfully obvious. There is, 
of course, the usual conflict between 
official and =~ non-official reports, but 


faith in government news is rather 
discounted owing to the fact that it in- 
variably ignores the existence of any 
trouble, though usually concerned with 
impending — ever impending — move- 
ments of large armies. 


THE PRETENDER. 


But we are learning to be grateful 
for very small mercies. Our existence 
is made more tolerable owing to the 
comparative inactivity of the pre- 
tender. True, we hear of occasiona! 
letters sent to tribes, and the dear old 
rumor wings its way coastwards with 
delightful reguiarity to the effect that 
the pretender is contemplating an at- 
tack on Tangier, but by constant re- 
petition most’ of us have come to re- 
gard the contingency as—well, improba- 
ble. Mn Jewish families resident 
on the Maishan, a wide and beautiful! 
undulating stretch of land just outside 
the gates, have deemed it wiser to be- 
lieve in the threat, and have taken up 
their residence within the town, where 
they doubtless feel more secure, but 
for the rest, Tangier, though somewhat 
crowded with refugees, is little dis- 
posed to be put out. To judge by Tan- 
gier it would indeed be difficult to im- 
agine that any unrest was possible in 
the country. It is only when bands of 
swarthy, handsome Rimans come 
trooping through the town, armed, 
many of them, with modern repeating 
rifles, sometimes forty or fifty at a 
time, that you realize what might hap- 
pene Otherwise Tangier, as I have said. 
is as quiet as ever, and anything but 
inclined to take the affair seriously. 
Perhaps the one great cause for un- 
easiness lies in the enormous trade in 
rifles and ammunition that has been 
and is going on. Rifles of the old Rem 
ington pattern which at one time 
fetched ten dollars—roughliy speaking, 
thirty shillings—have been selling at 
three times that amount, while Mau- 
sers have reached fabulouw prices. 

TRAFFIC IN ARMS. 

It seems an extraordinary thing that 
no steps should be taken to prevent 
this wholesale traffic in rifles, for, 
though they are declared contraband. 
you may see at any hour of the day 
merchants—usually Spanish—hawkine 
really fine weapons about the streets 
for sale, and it is remarkable that 
they should find customers considering 
the enormous prices demanded. Car- 
tridges, too, have risen enormously in 
price, until now they stand at about 
twelve ahillings per hundred for the 
old pattern Remington, and three times 
that price for Mauser cartridges. All 
this is taking place under the very 
windows of the legations, and yet 
nothing js apparently being done by 
anyone—if we exclude the British re- 
presentatives—to check it. It is 80 
manifestly absurd to refuse to allow a 
European to introduce a rifie into Mo- 
rocco, where almost every Moor over 
the age of eighteen is permitted to bear 
one. 

If this nuit trade in firearms were 
only stopped one of the greatest 
sources of danger would be removed. 
I have heard it openiv§ stated that 
continental legations do not trouble 
themselves about the matter, despite 
the lead riven them tn this Alrection 
by the British legation: 
this is #0, it is impossible to hone for 
any reform. The direction of public 
attention to the matter, however, might 
result in the question being brourht to 
the notice of the powers, in which case 


it would be no longer possible to ignore |

It is unfortunately even now a ques- 
tion If any alteration of reform is not 
too late but. At any rate, rifles are of 
no use without cartridges, and some 
effort might be made to prevent the 
wholesale introduction of such things 
into the country.

EFFECT OF HIGH PRICDS. 

Only today I overheard a discussion 
between some mountaineers and a 
dealer in rifles.

ATTITUDE OF THE POWERS. 


The truth of the matter is we are 
rather apt to underestimate the 
troubles in Morocco because nothing of 
any very great importance takes place. 
It must be admitted also that the news 
of a sanguinary but invariably indec!i- 
light between two wup-country 
very names are dreadful 
does not powerfully affect “the man in 
the street, It matters but little to 
him if these two tribes annihilate one 
another, unless, of course, a special 
correspondent happened to be on the 
spot to furnish picturesque details of 
the proceeding. It is for this very 
reason that «o little general interest is 
taken in the day-by-day occurrences in 
this truly astounding country. Among 
politicians we know It is held in dread. 
The very name is mentioned with 
bated breath, and all discussions of the 
situation are carried on with the ut- 
most reserve—a curious reserve, such 
as might be shown in referring to a 
family disgrace. All the powers give 
evidence of this reluctance to discuss 
the situation, and the result is that 
they give one the idea of being utterly 
hound down to a policy of helpless in- 
activity by reason of jealousy. The 
whole question ts rendered the more 
serious in view of this, concerted 
action being almost impossible, and 
Morocéo ta therefore allowed to- drag 
along as best it can. 

NO AGREEMENT. 

There cannot be the least doubt that 
a proper understanding on the Morocco 
question between the European powers 
would put an end to this disturbance. 
But as it le the Moors, even up country, 
know perfectly well that there is abso- 
lutely no agreement possible in exist- 
ing circumstances. They see also that 
there is no government in the country. 
They see wild excesses going on in all 
without a protest being 
made. Robbery, bribery, and corrup- 
tion proceed under the notice of the 
ministers in Tangier, and they are 
powerless, for the simple reason that 
they are all afraid to move. The 
whole thing ts in one sense ludicrous. 
Imagine the great powers of Europe 
lying at full length with wide open 
mouths jooking at one another and 
waiting to see into whose mouth the 
Morocco plum will fall. All are terri- 
fied of one another; no one of them 
apparently is able to come forward 
with any rational scheme which will 
put an end to the ceaseless, tiresome, 
nervous tension which the question 
breeds and feeds.
